For  the  past  several 
months,  my  drive  to 
work  has  been  very 
stressful.  We've  actu- 
ally had  three  flat  tires 
in  two  months!  The 
highway  I  take  (Hwy 
290),  a  very  large  high- 
way here  in  Houston,  is  being  torn  up  so 
they  can  make  it  bigger.  Overpasses  are 
being  destroyed.  Two  and  three  lanes  are 
being  blocked  off  so  they  can  add  more! 
Houston's  population  growth  does  have 
its  drawbacks. 

In  one  of  the  local  newspapers,  a  cou- 
ple of  months  ago,  I  was  reading  how  a 
large  construction  company  and  the  coun- 
ty have  agreed  to  work  together  in  the 
building  of  290  and  its  bridges  and  over- 
passes. It  sounded  great  until  they  real- 
ized the  elevated  toll  roads  the  county 
was  building  would  not  fit  together  when 
you  needed  to  exit  onto  290.  They  just 
didn't  fit! 

Both  had  great  sets  of  plans. . .  both 
would  work. . .  they  just  wouldn't  work 
with  each  other,  which  was  what  was  re- 
quired! They  have  never  had  communi- 
cated with  each  other  and  that  part  of  the 
building  process  was  put  on  hold  while 
the  builders  went  back  to  the  drawing 
board  and  came  up  with  one  set  of  de- 
signs that  would  work. 

Communication  is  important  in  every 


area  of  life.  And  especially  in  the  body  of 
Christ!  God  can  give  one  of  us  a  wonder- 
ful idea  "and"  give  the  other  person  sit- 
ting across  the  pew  a  great  idea  as  well. 
But  so  often. . .  these  ideas,  seem  to  con- 
flict. It's  up  to  us  to  mold  them  together 
and  share  the  things  God  is  telling  us,  and 
work  them  out. 

Sometimes,  we  need  to  be  reminded 
that  we  are  called  the  "body"  of  Christ  for 
a  reason.  And  for  the  body  to  work  to- 
gether as  it  should. . .  all  those  different 
parts  must  work  together!  There  will  be 
times  we  disagree.  Peter  and  Paul  are 
great  saints  of  the  church!  But  they  had 
vicious  disagreements!  However,  they 
worked  them  out!  They  didn't  turn  into 
those  kind  of  people  who  decided  not  to 
speak  to  one  another  or  hold  grudges.
